Albert M. Spradling Jr., 
(D), committee chairman of Cape 
Girardeau, said yesterday his com­ 
mittee will recommend the drunk­ 
en driving fine be hiked from $100 
to $2,000 as a deterrent to vio­ 
lators.

car is subject to a $500 fine and 
two years’ county jail imprison­ 
ment. 
The speed limit bill, also to be 
introduced into the legislature in 
January, calls for a 60 miles an 
hour rate for cars in dayight and 
50 miles an hour at night. The 
truck speed limit would be 50 in 


the daylight and 45 at night.

bouquet. 
They let the flow ers have the spot­ 
light by using a container or vase 
suitable to their color, form and 
texture. 
Often ju st the right container 
may be found in the kitchen. A 
beanpot in soft shades of brown, 
the m uted tones of a copper or 
pew ter 
kettle or pitcher 
m ake 
fine containers. Such containers 
blend well in color and texture 
with shrubs, branches and rough- 
textured flow ers such as zinnias. 
A good container and flow er hold­ 
er m ake arranging a bouquet eas­ 
ier. Often very inexpensive bowls 
and vases are beautiful and use­ 
ful. 
There should be som ething in 
common betw een the flow ers and 
containers such as color, form and 
texture.

Farm Program Enemies Must 
Give Accounting, Says MCPA 


"The enemies of farm programs now shouting from the rooftops 
about ‘the great victory’ in the Congress on price support methods 
face a day of reckoning gefore the farmers and consumers of the 
nation,” J. P. Ross, president of the Missouri Cotton Producers Asso­ 
ciation, said here today. 
The MCPA president referring 
to 
r e c e n t 
Congressional 
action on the new farm bill pre­ 
dicted that 
"certain 
individuals 
hiding behind fancy titles in po­ 
sitions ol public trust are in for a 
rude awakening when the people 
realize the true consequences of 
sliding scale price supports.” 
Ross pointed out that the 7.5 
per cent reduction in price sup­ 
ports voted by the Congress could 
mean a loss of 25 per cent in net 
farm income. The reason, Ross 
explained, is prices farm ers pay 
for tractors, trucks, gasoline, fer­ 
tilizer, and other supplies have 
reached an all-time high and even 
more increases are in the m ak­ 
ing. He also brought out the fact 
that consumers can expect little 
benefit, if any, from lower farm 
prices. 
A recent report issued by the 
House Committee on Agriculture 
states, 
"Since 1951, peak prices received 
by farmers have fallen 20 points 
or almost back to their 1946 level. 
In contrast, retail food prices now’ 
hold within a fraction of their 
1952 peak. In June 
1954 farm 
prices declined 4 per cent; retail 
food prices advanced 0.5 per cent. 
Thus far, almost none of the lower 
prices received by farmers since 
1951 has been passed on to con­ 
sumers in the form of lower re­ 
tail food prices. 
"Retail food prices have not 
increased as much as the hourly 
earnings of 
industrial 
workers 
during the past 20 years of farm 
programs. Since 1948 in particular 
hourly earnings of industrial work­ 
ers have continued 
to 
increase 
while retail food prices have lev­ 
eled off and farm prices have de­ 
clined almost 20 per cent. Indus­ 
trial workers can now' buy more 
food with the earnings of an hour 
of labor than in any earlier period 
in history. 
“The farmers share of the con­ 
sumer dollar has dropped in re­ 
cent years and months as farm

Trials May 
Fit 1954 


Drouth experiences with live­ 
stock during the 1934 winter feed­ 
ing period may fit ’54 conditions. 
In 1934 trials were conducted 
with six groups of stock calves 
each given 
a different 
ration. 
However, the mein paid consisted 
of either corn silage or fodder. 
Calves getting 26 pounds of 
corn silage and four pounds of 
alfalfa hay made daily gains of 
1.18 pounds. In a similar trial 29 
pounds of corn silage and one 
pound of cottonseed oil meal gave 
only a three-quarters pound gain 
daily. 
Other trials using corn fodder 
rather than silage with alfalfa 
cottonseed rneal 
barley 
pasture 
and just barley pasture and cot­ 
tonseed meal gave gains ranging 
from a/4 to almost a pound daily. 
Significant in the tests was the 
good gains from corn silage and 
alfalfa hay. 
The silage fed was well pre­ 
served and in excellent condition 
to feed. Fodder was cut and left 
in the field until December and 
January when it was put under 
shelter. Warm and wet weather 
that year made storing difficult 
and some spoiled from heating. 
Another significant feature of 
the tests was the value of pasture

Lower egg prices this year have 
made it necessary for poultrymen 
to sell on a graded m arket if they 
expect to make a profit, says Wal­ 
ter Russell, extension poultry spe­ 
cialist at the University of Mis­ 
souri. 
Graded eggs are expected to 
continue a seasonal upward trend 
as the summer progresses while 
there is little hope for price im­ 
provement on unclassified eggs in 
the near future. 
Following a few simple prac­ 
tices will allow flock owners to 
market 70 to 80 percent of their 
eggs as grade A. Russell states. 
One of the most important of 
these practices is storing eggs in 
a cool, damp room. 
Where the 
humidity is high 
enough, a storm cellar is probably 
the best place on the farm to store 
eggs. Larger producers may want 
to consider installing refrigerated 


egg rooms where tem perature and 
humidity can be controlled.

practices 
in

quality eggs include the following: 
Gathering 
eggs 
at 
least 
three 
times daily in wire baskets; cool­ 
ing eggs quickly through the use
